| Attempt to Emrich Themecives at 
OF iynn’s Bank 


During Sunday night or early Monday 
morning last burglars gained an entrance to 
the Banking House of E. D. O'Flynn, in this 
village, and made an unsuccessful attempt to 
open the vault. When the bank was opened 
at the nsual hour Monday morning evidences 
of the work that had been going ‘on during 
the night were visible in the shape of some 
of the tools lying around, and on trying the 
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| 


vault dour it was found that the combination ‘ 


lock had been so tampered with that the door 
could not be opened. Closer. inspection 
showed that a hole nearly the size of a finger 
hiad been drilled into the door near to the 
lock, but the burglars had misesleulated the 
right spot, and they were unable to break 
the lock, but so disarranged the combination 
that the door could not be opened by the 
ordinary process. Evidently they had not 
time to drill another hole or they would not 
have given up, but as it was they had their 
trouble for nothing. Even had they succeed- 

ed in getting the first déér open they would 


‘then have had to go through another burglar 


proof safe before reaching the money, so that 
their chances of making w haul wus, on the 
whole, exceedingly slim. 

The vault doot was opened during the day 
by Mr, John Brown, blacksmith, aftef #everal 
-houts hard work. Tt was immediately ship- 
ped by Mr. O'Flynn to Toronto to’ be re- 
paired. 

The burglars were evidently hea 
at this kind of work, as no one else would 
have attempted such a job. They no doubt 
belong to a gang who have opened several 
safes in the same way in Kingston, Napanee, 
and ‘other places during the past week or two. 
The boldness of the attempt created quite an 
excitement in the village during the day.

AN ISLAND IN FLAMES. 


» A despatch from Chicago gives an 
account of a disastrious fire on Mani- 
toulin Island a few weeks ago, as relat- 
ed by the captain of a vessel just 
arrived from that place. He says :— 
When the vessel arrived the inhabitants 
were badly frightened. For weeks not 
a drop of = fallen. The steamer 

totake-on a cargo of posts and 
ties when the woods suddenly burst in- 
to a great blaze. N6 sooner had the 
fire started than a severe wind storm 
swept over the Island driving the flames 
in every direction. The people fled in 
terror to the beach and sought shelter 
on board vessels, which were pulled 
out into the lake, and scores of bears 
weve | with pain ran out of the woods 
with the hair singed from their hides 
and plunged into the lake. The flames 
raged for five days, burning over acres 
of valuable timber, destroying a vast 


amount of stock piled on the beach for- 


shipment - Then a drenching rain 
storm set in and contiued until the 
fire was put out.. It was ten days from 
the time the vessels reached there before 
they were ready to:leave and their stock 
of provisions were a'most exhausted in 
caring for the people who took refuge 
on them. The experience of the steam- 
er at, Manitoulin Islands during the fire 
was thrilling. The seéne from the 
vessels, as tokl by a spectator, was grand 

yond description. The flames .shot 
into:the air for hundreds of feet, and 
turned night into day, while the heat 
was 80 intense that the vessels were 
obliged to push out into the lake: The 
Noise was deafening’ and amid all the 
din and confusion thousands of birds 
fluttered around their late homes until, 
tired with constant flight, théy dropped 
into the lake or fell into. the flamés. 
Deer and beats rusHed from the woods 
together, and threw theniselves into the 
cooling water ofthe lake, ‘For five days 
the flames held their sway ‘before the 
lumbermen could return to the Island 
to finish loading the vessels.

4 DECREE FROM ROME, 


A decree of the Sacred Tribunal of 
the Holy Roman and Universal Inquisi-
